INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
THURSDAY, APRIL 25, 1996 - 0530 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 11

CURRENT SITUATION: The Southwest Area experienced increased initial
attack and large fire activity yesterday. Two Caterers, one Type |
Helicopter, three Type 11 Helicopters, and miscellaneous Overhead are
being mobilized to the Southwest Area through NICC. Good progress was
made on the Fish Pond fire in North Carolina yesterday. Tornado
assessment iIs continuing on the Ozark NF in Arkansas. A reconnaissance
flight revealed approximately 1,000 acres have been severely damaged;
most trees in this area were blown down. An additional 2,000-3,000 acres
have been affected with scattered areas of downed trees.

Southwest Area Large Fires:

WHITE SPRINGS COMPLEX, Fort Apache Agency, BIA. A Type 11 Incident
Management Team (Leech) was ordered last night and will take over the
complex this morning. The Complex consists of the White Springs and
Cibecue Ridge fires. The Cibecue Ridge fire burned over the main powerline
to the town of Cibecue, cutting off power to the town. The fire is
threatening the community of Carrizo with the possible evacuation of
approximately 75 homes in the area. Citizens have been notified and
structure protection is in place. High winds and low relative humidities
resulted in extreme fire behavior with flame lengths of 200-250 feet in
timber and 30-50 feet in chaparral. Both fires were spotting up to a mile
ahead of the flame front.

CLARK PEAK, Coronado NF. A Type 1l Incident Management Team (Moore) was
ordered last night. This fire is burning in Pine on Mt. Graham at 8,700
feet elevation. The fire is approximately 100 acres.

CHINO WELL, Mescalero Agency, BIA. A Type 1 Incident Management Team
(Lente) is assigned. Higher winds, higher temperatures and lower
humidities were experienced on the fire yesterday. Line improvement,
mop-up and helicopter bucket efforts enabled all lines to hold, despite
the weather conditions. A rehabilitation team has begun assessment of the
burned area.
